The next opportunity to sit for the Radio Amateur’s Examination will be on 
Thursday 16th October 2003. Candidates, and clubs who are running RAE 
courses, should note that the closing date for enrolments is 12th September 
2003. No late enrolments will be accepted. 


Enrolments must be made on the standard form, which is available on the 
SARL web site at http://www.sarl.org.za. The examination fee of R250 must 
accompany each application form. 


A new facility to allow electronic applications is now available on the SARL 
web site. If this method is used, payment must be received by the SARL office 
before the closing date for the application to be accepted. 


Examinations may be written at the following standard examination centres: 


Bloemfontein; Cape Town; Durban; East London; George; Johannesburg; Kim- 
berley; Nelspruit; Pietermaritzburg; Polokwane; Port Elizabeth; Pretoria. 


Every examination centre is required to re-register. Each examination centre 
must have a minimum of two invigilators, who are required to be SARL mem- 
bers.
